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Kemal Ataturk and Philately 


N OCTOBER 27, 1923, the 

National Assembly in session at 

Angora in Asiatic Turkey de- 

clared, “. . . the form of the 

Turkish state is republican, its 
religion Moslem and its official language 
Turkish.” Thus came to an end the 
ancient Ottoman Empire for the As- 
sembly was the ruler in fact as well as 
in name of that portion of the empire 
retrieved from the Allies following the 
crushing defeat during the World War. 
The establishment of the Assembly, the 
formation of a republic and the disown- 
ing of the Sultan can be credited to one 
man, Mustapha Kemal Pasha, who ir 
later years took for his name Kema 
Ataturk. This man who died on Nov. 10 
at the age of 58 had a profound effect 
on postal issues, and many a set of 
stamps owes its existence or short life 
due to his ability in military organiza- 
tion; particularly his successful effort in 
creating a strong nationalistic spirit in 
Turkey. 

The World War had the same effect 
on the Turkish Empire as it had on the 
Russian Empire; defeat of the armie: 
leading to a chaotic state of affairs, loss 
of territory and a change in form of 
government. The Ottomans lost vast sec- 
tions they had controlled, some of it in 
truth only in name. These losses in gen- 
eral benefited the country for the con- 
flicting races included only tended to 
continual internal dissension. At the end 
of the war, the Allies were busy dividing 
the spoils, but not very successful at it, 
pleasing no one. The British, French, 
Italian and other Allied troops had oc 
cupied Turkish territory at the time of 
the Armistice and from the tottering 
government of Sultan Mohammed VI at 
Constantinople were forcing a heavy 
price, so heavy indeed that in the end 
they got nothing because of the greed. 

Mustapha Kemal Pasha was unusual 
in Turkish military leaders in that he 
was successful. During the War he was 
a member of the General Staff and at 
Gallipoli commanded a division. The 
Anzac cornmemorative of Australia re- 
calls the disastrous attempt of the Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand Army Corps to 
force the region. Their defeat is credited 
in large part to Kemal’s skill and aggres- 
siveness and the peninsula remained 
Turkish despite the terrific struggle made 
to capture it. 

Following the cessation of hostilities 
Kemal had the post of Inspector in the 
Turkish armies, which were scattered far 
and wide and were being disarmed in

accordance with the treaties. At great 
risk of his life he travelled from one 
detachment to another trying to stir up 
a will to fight to preserve the country. 
Some commanders quickly sided with 
him, others advised Constantinople 
authorities of these activities and finally 
Kemal made the break in authority by 
refusing a summons to report there. On 
May 15, 1919, the Greeks under the pre- 
tense of protecting Christians occupied

Smyrna, most important coast city of 
Asia Minor (Anatolia), an act which 
strengthened Kemal’s position for it 
soon became plain the Greeks intended 
to seize as much of Anatolia as possible. 
Busily he reorganized the Third Army 
Corps and on July 23, 1919, a Nationalist 
Congress was opened at Erzerum close

to Armenian territory. The Congress 
could accomplish little for as yet it had 
few reliable forces and was in danger of 
capture, while not far to the east the 
Armenians were becoming menacing with 
formation of their republic. In Septem- 
ber, Kemal formally renounced allegiance 
to the Constantinople government and 
called a Nationalist Assembly to meet 
at Sivas, in central Anatolia. The As- 
sembly opened on Sept. 4, 1919, the 
building in which the historic’ sessions 
were held being shown on the first set 
of stamps of distinctive design issued 





by the Nationalist government in 1922. 
On September 13 a National Pact was 
signed, pledging the leaders to reforms 
in the makeup of the country. Soon the 
armies of the Assembly were masters of 
a large part of the country. No longer 
was the Turk appealed to fight as a 
religious duty for preservation of the 
Caliphate but for preservation of his 
country, and surprisingly the new tech- 
nique was successful. 


On March 16, 1920, the British forces 
took over by force the operations of 
civil authorities at Constantinople. The 
post office was of course seized and mail 
of this period bears regular British 
stamps without overprint and Army Post 
Office cancellations in lieu of Turkish 
postmarks. The Sultan’s authority over 
Turkey proper was reduced by the Na 
tionalist uprising to the district around 
Constantinople and soon the country 
had a number of separate postal services 
each trying to meet their national’s 
needs. The French had occupied Cilicia 
in the southeastern corner of the country 
and used at first old Turkish issues 
overprinted, later French stamps over 
printed. The Greeks used regular Greek 
stamps with special postmarks in their 
occupied territories; the French using 
both Army or old Turkish markings. In 
the Sultan’s domain the series of 1913 
was re-issued with the colors and design 
slightly modified. 


In April, 1920, a permanent National 
Assembly met at Angora, an ancient cit’: 
in central Turkey, farther west than 
Sivas and better located as a center of 
commerce and military strategy. The 
new provisional government proceeded to 
supply its own stamps, and as it was not 
desired to use those of the Constantinople 
government, the Nationalists proceeded 
to take those revenue stamps of which 
quantities were large enough and over- 
print them with the inscription in Turk- 
ish “Osmanli Postalari—1336” (Ottoman 
Past—1920). Some postage stamps of 
the regular issues were overprinted with 
either “Angora” or “Post” and new 
denominations. The overprints were 
often applied as handstamps, though 
usually were typeset and as usual nu- 
merous minor varieties resulted. All kinds 
of revenue stamps were so used: Theatre, 
Religious Tribunal, Passport, Notarial, 
Museum, Deed, Ministry of Justice and 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. The height 
of overprinting was reached when in 
1921 the postal service took large quan- 
tities of the seals of the Naval League

and overprinted them for use as postage 
stamps. These seals had been sold by a 
patriotic society for benefit of the sailors 
of the fleet, picturing various ships of 
the Turkish Navy. Covers from Turkey, 
during this period, particularly of the 
interior cities, bear an interesting hodge- 
podge of stamps and indeed this was 
general until 1924. All sorts of combina- 
tions were used, Nationalist overprints 
with Ottoman issues of 1916, etc. That 
the inverts were not for philatelic con 
sumption is evidenced by their appear- 
ance on commercial mail. 

August 10, 1920, the Treaty of Sevres 
was signed by Constantinople authorities

ceding so much territory and in general 
being so complete a capitulation that the 
Nationalists won to their standards the 
bulk of the wavering army units as a 
result of the wave of indignation. Curi- 


| ously the treaty was not recognized by 
| most of the signatories because of fric- 
‘tion over 


the spoils allotted. The 
Armenians becoming menacing and 
threatening an invasion, the Nationalists 
made an agreement with the Russian 
Soviets to exterminate the republic that 
the two countries might better aid each 
other. The Armenian Republic was 
quickly and bloodily crushed, the capita’ 
of Erivan being occupied in September 
and by November the national republic 
had disappeared and was replaced by a 
Soviet Republic. Turkey won back sev- 
eral provinces by this move and gained 
a new ally on the east, Soviet Russia. 
This short military campaign brought 
to an end this republic’s stamp issuing 
activities. Its first set of stamps of dis- 
tinctive design did not arrive until the 
government had fled, and Soviet author 
ities refused to permit their use. The 
Soviets supplied a number of stamps of

The Presidential issue is on the home 
stretch now. On Nov. 22 the Dept. issued 
at Washington the 21c Arthur and 22c 
Cleveland, selling almost identical 
amounts of each. Of the 21c, 78,359 
copies were sold, a total of $16,455.83. 
44,367 first day covers were cancelled 
of which 5,029 bore blocks of four. 

Of the 22c Cleveland, 73,934 copies 
were sold, a total of $16,265.48 in rev- 
enue. Just nine fewer covers were sent 
of this stamp, 44,358, of which 4,818 
bore blocks of four. There were 194 
covers sent bearing both stamps. 

The above figures represent about 
4,000 fewer sent than of any of the 
Presidentials below the dollar values. 
In this respect the previous low was the 
14c Pierce of which 49,819 covers were 
sent. The amount of covers bearing 
blocks of four has approximately doubled 
since the Dept. commenced reporting 
those figures and it might be noted 
that of the 14c, 2,538 such covers were 
sent, only about half the number sent 
of all later values other than the dollars.

Though post offices are not permitted 
to precancel postage due stamps, they 
continue to do so. Most offices try to 
get around the ruling by not precancel- 


ling the stamps with the precancelling 


plate used on regular postage stamps. 
Instead, the regular parcel post “killer” 
is applied to the stamps, but since it 
is applied before the stamps are affixed 
to the mail, they are consequently pre- 
cancelled in every meaning of that word. 


The installation of machine cancella- 
tions which took place generally in the 
1890s hastened the end of the practice 
of issuing stamped envelopes in innumer- 
able sizes, many of which could not but 
add to difficulties of postmarking and 
sorting. As late as 1900 12 different 
sizes of stamped envelopes could be sup- 
plied. In 38 years this has dwindled 
to six sizes of envelopes, which prove 
adequate. 





It was planned to add a 43@c value to 
the set of 1898 Proprietary revenues. 
One patent medicine firm had a prepa- 
ration sold in large quantities, which 
retailed for $1.75 a bottle, necessitating 
a tax of the above odd amount. This 
firm, Chas. Marchand, however decided 
on a combination stamp and label and 
had a stamp of this sort made for them, 
which was permissible under the pro- 
visions of the act. They paid the cost 
of engraving the special plate and 43c 
each for all stamps printed from it and 
so no stamp of that value was prepared 
for general issue. 





Gossip at the Fourth Philatelic Con- 
gress was to the effect that the 6c bi- 
colored airmail will be replaced by a 
new airmail set. Nothing official has 
been announced on this and our readers 
must remember that gossip is, after all, 
just gossip. 


A foreign dealer offered recently a 
set of the four dollar values of the State 
Department Officials in the form of 
perforated proofs at $25 the set. Such 
productions frequently appear and fool 
the unwary buyer, though in this in- 
stance the set was offered frankly for 
what it was. 


We’ve come a long way from the days 
of 1845 when local mails traveled entire- 


ly on foot. A news item in the Fort 
Wayne News Sentinel reports that 
Evanston, Ill., mail carriers are trans- 


ported, sacks and all by taxicabs from 
post office to beginning of their routes. 
Deliveries will be made 15 minutes

single and contains two readily notice- 
able extra lines of color, which may or 
may not be plate varieties. One colored 
line extends through the white oval 
below the right figure “2” and down- 
ward into the edge of the frame. The 
other mark is a small vertical “chip” 
out of the top of the right acanthus 
scroll directly below the “E” of “POST- 
AGE.” Since only the one copy is at 
hand, it remains in doubt if these were 
varieties on the plate or occurred through 
faulty inking. The balance of the 
stamp however bears no evidence of 
overinking or smeary printing, so its 
very likely these are plate varieties. 
You readers searching for Type IIs might 
look for this and report any more if 
found. 





As first reported, the number of first 
day covers sent of the 20c Garfield was 
44,938 which was about 5,000 less than 
reported for the 19c which was issued 
the same day, and less than had been 
sent of any Presidentials other than the 
dollar values. This puzzling drop was 
cleared up when on Nov. 22, the Dept. 
reported that the figure as first given 
was an error and should have been 
51,971.

Editor’s Notebook 


MISSING The current Scott’s Monthly 
PRICES carries an interesting expla- 

nation of the method of pric- 
ing that should be read by all users of 
the Scott Catalogue. This particular 
explanation deals with stamps listed but 
not priced or whose price is given in 
italics. Mr. Clark states the absence of a 
price does not indicate the stamp has 
no value, nor necessarily a great value, 
but simply that sufficient information 
on which to base a price is lacking. 
We’ve often run across high prices set 
on stamps which were not priced in the 
catalogue, because the owner was under 
the impression that such items were A-1 
rarities. 

Many a stamp is known to exist, of 
which the number of specimens or in 
what condition is not known, or even 
approximately so. Many other stamps 
have had only isolated sales, which 
makes poor figures on which to base a 
catalog price. Even if one or two sales 
are known, they do not necessarily indi- 
cate real value because unusual circum- 
stances might and frequently do have 
effect on these prices. Auction figures 
are not good basic prices either, for ob- 
viously dummy sales could be held to 
boost or set a high value on a stamp. 
A stamp at one sale may bring half it

special designs that year and next an-— 
then supplied only regular Russian 
issues. Thus Kemal Pasha ended the 
first Armenian republic. 

The Soviets concluded a _ favorable 
treaty with the Nationalists in 1921 and 
the Greeks confident of their powers 
meanwhile proceeded to invade Asia 
Minor, marching eastward from Smyrna 
toward Angora, hoping to crush the new 
government. The two cities are approxi 
mately 500 miles apart, the Greeks ad 
vancing nearly three-quarters of the way 
by the middle of April. On July 16-17 
was fought the first great battle, near 
the little town of Kutachia which the 
Greeks entered. From this advanced 
base came the four stamps listed by 
Scott at the end of “Turkey in Asia” 
in the catalogue (Nos. 301-304). Four 
stamps found in the postal supplies cap

tured were overprinted by a_ rubber 
handstamp with Greek value of 50 lepta. 
This overprint seen on covers sent from 
the army, is in the same shade of ink 
as the cancellation, and has every ap- 
pearance of having been applied from 
the same ink pad by means of a rubber 
stamp. Copies are quite scarce, and for 
lack of information the stamps are un- 
priced in the catalog. 

The Greek advance came to a lamc< 
halt, the forces were losing morale due 
to poor leadership, lack of supplies an 
the chaotic situation at home. On Augus 
23 the great battle of Sakaria opened, 
lasting for ten days, the Greeks meeting 
with a disastrous defeat. Sakaria Gorge 
which was part of the extensive battle 
field, has for years been shown on Turk- 
ish stamps. From this time on the Turks 
became rapidly more powerful, forcing 
the Greeks to retire to their line of 
earlier in the year which ran about 200 
miles east of Smyrna. Meanwhile in

powers were vested in the Grand Na- 
tional Assembly, elected for four years 
and established at Angora.

their forces, France signed a treaty on 
Oct. 20, 1921, returning Cilicia to Turkey 
in return for Turkish guarantees o: 
French control over Syria. With this 
agreement the stamps of Cilicia came to 
an end and this country’s brief existence 
as a stamp issuing division was over 
The Turkish army entered Adana on 
Jan. 5, 1922, and to celebrate, the gov- 
ernment made a special printing of onc 
design of the first distinctive Nationalis< 
issue then in preparation, overprintin; 
these stamps with a commemorative 
overprint. 

Emboldened by the growing power of 
the Assembly, it declared on Jan. 1, 1922, 
that while the Sultan was acknowledged 
as head of the state, the will of the peo- 
ple was superior, making him merely 
a titular ruler. In that year appeared 
the first Nationalist Issue of distinctive 
designs, replacing at last the provisional: 
of 1920-21. Its scenes are a combina- 
tion of views of important buildings and 
other scenes calculated to appeal tc 
patriotism. 

Late in the summer of 1922 the war 
was resumed in earnest and on Avugus' 
30, the Greek Army south of Kutachia 
was captured along with its general. The 
issuance of provisional Greek stamps 
ended then and there and the remnants 
of the invaders flied in virtual rout. For 
three days the Allies controlled the port 
of Smyrna following the fleeing of the 
Greeks on all available ships and then 
the Kemalists entered on Sept. 8 and 9 
a city that was nearly destroyed by fires 
of incendiary origin. Thousands were 
killed, hundreds of persons drowning in 
the harbor as they sought refuge. By the 
end of October there were no more 
Greek forces in Asia and the two coun- 
tries proceeded with a tragic exchange of 
civilian nationals. In all, between 600,-

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000 to a million refugees were sent to 
Greece while in the other direction came 
Turks forced to leave Greek territory 
With the Turkish occupation of all of 
Asia the use of foreign stamps ceased. 
On Nov. 3, 1922, the jubilant National 
Assembly deposed the last of the Sul- 
tans, Mohammed VI, who left Constan 
tinople on a British warship. 

In 1923 began to appear the first gen- 
eral issue of postage stamps for all of 
Turkey, a simple design featuring a 
crescent in center. Since the latter part 
of 1922 an attempt had been made by 
Britain, France, etc., to make a treaty 
with Kemal but the Turks, confident of 
their military powers refused most of 
the concessions asked. Finally on June 
24, 1923, the Treaty of Lausanne was 
signed, constituting a considerable diplo- 
matic victory for the Turks who single 
handed had won their points. Not only 
did they emerge with all of Anatolia but 
in Europe they received Eastern Thrace

as tar west as the Maritza River an 
including Adrianople. To postally cele- 
brate this important event there ar 
peared on Jan. 1, 1924, at Constantinople 
a set of stamps commemorating the 
treaty, picturing in the foreground the 
ruined bridge on the battlefield of 
Sakaria, Mustapha Kemal and wreath. 

From this time onward the rise of the 
country, aside from military strength wa: 
rapid. On October 13, 1923, Angora was 
formally chosen the capital and on the 
27th the country was declared a republic. 
In March, 1924, Mustapha Kemal was 
elected President, Turkey’s first, thoug! 
actually he was virtually dictator then 
and until his death. He urged the sepa- 
ration of church and state and the ridding 
of the country of the church domination 
of the ignorant peasants, since the church 
was opposing almost every reform at 
tempted. Obediently, the National As 
sembly on March 31, 1924, abolished the 
caliphate and let the other Moslem rulers 
of the world squabble for this religious 
chieftanship. 

Mustapha Kemal was determined to 
rouse the Turk into being as important 
and as civilized as any other nationals 
This progress was slowed to a certain 
extent by the refusal of the governme> 
to encourage foreign investing in Turkey 
the country in the days of the Sultans 
having suffered as a result. Railroads 
were built, the capital was transformed 
from a dirty, ugly small town to a 
smart- looking city with paved streets 
and impressive government building: 
Very few of the Turkish people could 
read or write, the arabic script being one 
of the most difficult languages in the 
world, more suited to a scholar than for 





all-around use. In one sudden change 
Kemal swept away the ornate script and 
replaced it with Latin characters, an 
alphabet differing only slightly from our 
own. The entire nation was put to work 
learning to read and write. Blackboards 
and posters bearing lessons appeared 
everywhere and with amazing rapidity 
the country changed from illiteracy to 
a knowledge of reading and writing 
This year the country celebrated the 
tenth anniversary of its new alphabet 
with a set of stamps. In 1929 the cur- 
rent postage stamps were altered to suit 
the change, the arabic lettering being 
replaced by the new equivalent. From 
1926 on Kemal has been featured on 
Turkish stamps, wearing modern clothes 
to impress the populace. Among other 
things he abolished the fez and for a 
while the country presented an amazing 
appetite for all sorts of foreign-stylc 
headgear. Women were emancipated, the 
harem among other things being dis- 
carded. Indicative of the new en 
lightened attitude is the long set of 
stamps of 1935 portraying leading women 
of the world, including two Americans 
The postal service was included in the 
general change of things. Machine can 
cellations were installed in post offices 
envelope sizes were standardized, and the 
quality of stamps increased. In 1924 
an experimental air mail service was 
inaugurated between Angora and Con- 
stantinople and this service is now a 
regular part of the Turkish postal sys- 
tem between principal cities. To com- 
memorate the extension of the railroad 
east from Angora to Sivas, the postal 
service temporarily reverted to the old 
custom of lengthy overprints, but since 
1930 such sets have been few. Greatest 
change in the postal service that at- 
tracted philatelic eyes were the new 
postmarks with dates and names in 
latin characters. Constantinople became 
Istanbul and Angora became Ankara. 
Smyrna became Izmir etc., making many 
a headache for the postmark collector. 
Since the country is of the Moslem faith, 
dating from the Hegira (flight) of the 
Prophet Mohammed from Mecca in 
62 A.D., the Christian calendar could 
not be used entirely. So to avoid any 
religious conflict the Turkish calendar has 
just three figures, and dates from the 
year 1,000. Hence our year 1938 is their 
year 938 and by the old Moslem calendar 
the year 1354. On some more recent is- 
sues the full Christian year date is used. 
Mustapha Kemal is the first of great 
post-war dictators to die, it remains to 
be seen if his works will endure. At first 
he achieved his ends by ruthless force, 
but moderated as the need was past. He 
believed that his personal life was no 
one’s business but his own and conducted 
himself accordingly. His death was in 
part attributed to his love of night life, 
particularly liquor. His portrait has been 
for 15 years a familiar one to stamp col- 
lectors and to his energy in forming a 
national spirit can be attributed the 
many provisional stamps of post war 
years that emanated from Asia Minor.

Next Commem In F nates 


As mentioned briefly in a stop press 
item last week, the Post Office Depart- 
ment has already announced dates for 
four three-cent commemoratives to be 
issued in 1939. First to appear will 
be a 3c on Feb. 18 (not Feb. 15): to 
commemorate the Golden Gate Inter- 
national Exposition which opens on 
Treasure Island in San Francisco Bay 
early in the year, the stamp being issued 
on the first day at San Francisco. On 
April 30, will be issued at New York 
a 3c stamp to commemorate the Sesqui- 
centennial of the Inauguration of Wash- 
ington as first President, this event 
having taken place in New York on 
April 30, 1789. On the same date a 
stamp will be issued to commemorate 
the New York World’s Fair, but place 
of issue is not yet decided. On August 
15, the Department plans to release a 
stamp to commemorate the 25th Anni- 
versary of the Opening of the Panama 
Canal. The place of first day sale of 
the Canal stamp has not yet been 
decided. Since United States stamps 
may not be used in the Canal Zone, this 
value can be expected to appear at 
Washington. The date is the anniver- 
sary of the opening of the canal to 
commercial traffic the first vessel going 
through being the government steamer 
Ancon, which made the passage in nine 
hours and 40 minutes. The New York 
World’s Fair is actually located in Flush- 
ing, the post office station there being 
named “World’s Fair Station, N. Y.” as 
a compromise to the claims of New York 
City and Flushing to having the station 
as a branch. A sesquicentennial stamp 
was also planned for the first sesion of 
Congress under the Constitution, this 
event taking place early in 1789, but 
no such commemorative was included in 
the above announcement and possibly 
therefore may not appear on the an- 
niversary, if at

AUSTRALIA 


The new regular series is nearing 
rapidly completion. Following the ap- 
pearance of the 14d. and 1/4 denomina- 
tions, the £1 value (the highest of the 
series) made its appearance on Novem- 
ber 1 and the 5d. denomination is 
scheduled to appear on December 1. 





The design of the McArthur Centenary 
commemorative stamp has been redrawn 
for the 5d. stamp and has been used in 
its entirety without the commemorative 
inscription. 





The £1 stamp includes full face por- 
traits of Their Majesties King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth in their Coronation 
robes and is printed in a blue black 
shade. It is of a larger size than the 
remainder of the stamps in the series 
and provides a fitting culmination to the 
quite varied new series. 





The only value to be issued is the 2/- 
stamp but the date of its appearance 
and design have not yet been announced. 





Those collectors who have had any 
difficulties with the arrangement of their 
Commonwealth collection will have their 
task eased considerably by the fact that 
the Kangaroo and King George V stamps 
are now a thing of the past and con- 
sequently it will be possible to group the 
Kangaroos and the K.G.V. separately 
thus avoiding many headaches due to the 
various watermarks and perforations of 
these two series which have been super- 
seding each other throughout the past 
25 years. 


NEw ZEALAND 


The 1938 Health stamp made its ap- 
pearance on October 1 and will be 
withdrawn not later than February 28. 
This of course still leaves the possibility 
of its being withdrawn prior to that date. 
The size of the stamp is similar in shape 





to that of the 4d. pictorial and the 
design shows two little children playing 
with a toy under the shade of a typical 
New Zealand fern. The color as usual 
is red. A variety of first day covers was 
available for the use of collectors. ‘These 
yearly charity stamps have become quite 
popular lately and though there is a 
sufficient supply available of the later 
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= the early Health stamps of 1929, 
{30 and especially 1931 are quite scarce 
}and high rises in their prices have re- 
sulted. 


TONGA 


The recently issued set of three (1d. 
2d. & 2%4d.) stamps marking the 20th. 
Anniversary of the Accession of Queen 
Salote Tubou to the Tongan throne 
brings to light one of the most pic- 
turesque figures of the South Seas. 





Queen Salote succeeded her father King 
George II to the throne in 1918 after 
his death. She is over six feet tall and 
although brought up by English gover- 
nesses, she prefers the company of women 
of her own race and may be seen on 
any day dressed in native garb with her 
long black lustrous hair falling loosely 
over her shoulders. 





I said “on any day” with reservation, 
for on the day the eagerly awaited mail 
steamer berths at the capital Nukua- 
lofa, the Queen hastens away to her 
country residence some fourteen miles 
distant to avoid the inquisitive eyes of 
white visitors and their cameras. Her 
husband, a Tongan of high birth, oc- 
cupies the position of Premier and Min- 
ister of Education. They have three 
sons, the oldest of whom is at present 
studying at Sydney University. 





A remarkable feature of this issue is 
the fact that the previous and at the 
same time first commemorative stamp of 
Tonga was issued thirty-nine years ago 
on the occasion of the marriage of the 


father of the present Queen, King 
George II to Princess Lavinia. This 
infrequency of commemorative issues 


should doubtless attract many collectors 
to devote their attention to the issues of 
this last Polynesian kingdom. 


® Poland planned to sell its 20th An- 
niversary set mounted on cards and 
bearing a special concellation of Nov. 11 
(independence obtained on Armistice

Chicago Reader Wins $5.00 
First Day Cover Guessing 
Contest 





Over 400 readers of LINN’S sent in 
their guesses on how many first day 
covers they thought would be sent of the 
new $5.00 Coolidge stamp. The guesses 
ranged from “600” to “77,000.” Most 
of the guesses ranged between 9,000 and 
17,000 with more of figures below 9,000 
than were above 17,000. Though only 
24,618 covers were sent of the $1.00 
Wilson and only 19,895 of the $2.00 
Harding, a number of guesses far ex- 
ceeded these figures for the $5.00 Cool- 
idge. Two readers guessed 45,000 and 
45,042 and one reader sent an estimate 
of 77,000.

The Post Office Dept. reported that 
on Nov. 17, the first day of sale of the 


$5.00 Coolidge, exactly 19,600 copies 
of the stamp were sold and that first 
day covers cancelled totaled 15,615 
(766 bearing blocks of four). We found 
a number of guesses within a hundred 
or so of this figure but Miss Gertrude 
Carlson of Chicago came closest with 
a guess of 15,585—just 30 less than act- 
ual number of covers sent. Next closest 
was Max Geisenberg of New York City, 
with a guess of 15,553—just 62 off. 
Third closest was Nathan Goldstein of 
Ann Arbor, whose guess of 15,679 was 
just 64 more than the number actually 
sent. Others who came within a hun- 
dred were W. Hansen of Navasota, 
Texas; Mrs. Frank Taylor of Idaho 
Falls, Idaho; and Frank Szelicki of Mil- 
waukee. 


So far as the Post Office Dept. was 
concerned the first day sale of the $5.00 
stamp was a great success, the Dept. 
receiving $98,000 from sales of the 
stamps. At least $89,565 of this sum 
was represented by stamps used on first 
day covers, indicating that less than 
1,700 of the copies sold on the first day 
were not used on first day covers. The 
gross revenue received is double that of 
the highest first day sale prior to ap- 
pearance of the $5 and about six times 
the average sales of the denominations 
from Yc to 20c. Specimen covers seen 
indicate the postal officials were very 
careful in preparing covers, stamps be- 
ing almost perfectly centered and ma- 
chine cancellation applied very neatly.

should precede the article just below. 
Here is the method (as told to me) used 
in repairing damaged bureau print plates. 
The damaged letter or letters are chiseled 
off even with the plate, then a drop or 
spot of metal is soldered to the plate in 
its place and then an engraver works 
away the surplus metal leaving as near 
as possible a letter or letters that were 
there originally. This may not be the 
exact method but from the looks of all 
the repaired letters I have seen it seems 
this must be the case. All are a little 
larger and are seldom precision true. The 
best way to express some of the repairs 
is to say that the letters are a little 
wobbly. 


ANENT REPAIRS 


I am informed there is a repair on the 
Cleveland B-11 plate, it occurs in the 
OHIO. An O has been repaired. One 
collector was wanting to call it “in- 
verted,” but if one knows how these re- 
pairs are made you can see it is just 
another repair altho it might look like 
an inverted piece of type. There is a 
repaired place in the Rockford, IIl., B-11, 
just where can’t say now. Details later. 
Sid Shayman shows me a nice repair in 
a Chicago 271 block. It’s the C of Chi- 
cago. Larger and not precision true. 
Where it exists on the sheet I can’t say 
but this block came from the bottom of 
the sheet as it has the selvage attached 
and the repair occurs in the second row 
from the bottom. Right along with this 
Lunatic Fringe stuff, (page the Bee) 
we heard about some Youngstown, O., 
271s so badly off center that OHIO 
shows at the very top of the stamp, then 
the line, then a big blank space, then 
another line and Youngstown at the 
very bottom of the stamp. Some fun 
eh boys?

It is a 
foregone conclusion that something must 
be done in order to keep the cat log 
down both in size and in price if interest 
is to be maintained in general precancels. 


BEGINNERS’ CORNER 


These are actual questions taken from 
my correspondence. What makes a pre- 
cancel valuable?—is it the donomination 
of the stamp?—the type of precancel? 
—the town or a combination of these? 
Well the question was almost answered 
in the last few words of the question 
itself. A 17c stamp, not so commonly 
used denomination, from a small South- 
ern or Western City in a printed type 
naturally would make for a scarce pre- 
cancel. But of course this would not al- 
ways hold true nor would just the op- 
posite be true. Because there are some 
very scarce precancels from large cities. 
The old law of supply and demand holds 
good in precancels as well as in other 
commodities. So we have a catalog to 
take up the inequalities and list the 
scarce stamps in the common towns and 
the common stamps in the generally 
scarce towns. If precancels were scarce 
in direct proportion to the size of the 
town there would be no need for a cat- 
alog. Another question. Does clearness 
or centering affect their value? Yes, de- 
cidedly so. Especially in bureau prints 
is this true. Centering of the STAMP 
itself tho is more important than the 
centering of the precancellation. Clear- 
ness of handstamps is a factor in valuing 
city type precancels. But in the case of 
collectors making specialized state or 
city collection they generally are some- 
what lenient in regards to centering as 
they know many items come only off 
centered, and they must take these or do 
without. Generally speaking tho, clear- 
ness and centering are factors to be con- 
sidered in the value of a precancel.

Nicaragua Plans Deluge 


Nicaragua after a few months of in- 
activity in the way of new issues has 
announced plans for 39 new stamps, is- 
suance of which will commence on Jan- 
uary 1st or shortly thereafter, the stamps 
appearing at intervals. Richard Con- 
treras of Managua supplies a list of the 
stamps to appear. For international air- 
mail there will be a set portraying Pres- 
ident General Somoza of these denomi- 
nations: 10, 15, 20, 25, 30, 50 centavos 
and 1 cordoba. For official international 
airmail the same denominations will be 
issued, 5,000 of each; the regular air- 
mails being in quantities from 23,000 
to 128,000 each. For ordinary official 
mail a set of eight values with a view 
of the Islets of the Great Lake (Lake 
Nicaragua) will appear of the denomina- 
tions of 2, 3, 6, 744, 10, 15, 25 and 50 
centavos; 5,000 of each except of the 
three highest of which but 3,000 will be 
issued. For ordinary postage another 
set with a view of Dario Park, Managua 
will appear, having the same values as 
the officials, but with the added denomi- 
nations of 144c and 1 cordoba; quanti- 
ties ranging from 33,000 to 1,003,000. 
For Interior Airmail a set of seven val- 
ues with denominations 2, 3, 8, 16, 24, 
32 and 50c; 18,000 to 250,000 of each. 
This last mentioned set has a view of 
the Lake of Managua. None of the 
stamps will be bicolored, but it is not 
known if any are to be produced locally. 
The orders for the sets portraying the 
President have already been placed with 
the Wright Banknote Co. of Philadel- 
phia, these stamps to be steel engraved. 
These new issues will replace the regu- 
lar postage designs first introduced in 
1914 which have been in use ever since 
with seemingly interminable surcharges, 
for both airmail and ordinary postage.

New York philatelists are hailing the 
suggestion made in Hermonet’s Bulletin 
printed in Paris that an international 
agreement covering the issuance of all 
kinds of special issues be worked out. 
Rules suggested for inclusion in the 
agreement were; 

1. Advance announcement of the sub- 
ject and composition of the series with 
dates of release and duration of sale, 
such announcement to be made at least 
3 months in advance so that all collectors 
would have an opportunity to place 
orders. 

2. Sufficiently large printing to satisfy 
all applicants. 

3. Duration of sale, not less than 2 or 
3 months. 

4. Destruction of all remainders on 
the date set. 


Japanese Issue Too Late 





The Japan Advertiser under date of 
October 27, stated that the Communi- 
cations Ministry of Japan was “caught 
napping” by the rapid Japanese capture 
of Hankow, temporary Chinese capital. 
The postal authorities had planned a 
special stamp issue to commemorate the 
capture of the city so long a goal of the 
Japanese army and navy. The stamps 
were to have depicted the “triumphal 
entry” but the Ministry decided that by 
the time it could appear the issue would 
be an anti-climax and so plans to have 
such an issue have been dropped. Com- 
memorative cancellations were however 
being used in the larger Japanese post 
offices and for a week collectors were to 
have the opportunity of obtaining such 
cancellations on covers upon request. 
Karl Lewis of Yokohama sends us a 
clipping on this.
